cored over an immense portion of the town 
He Is of the opinion that there Is plenty' 
power at the water works, and that wh 
we Stand in need of Is adequate means fo 
tbe distribution of that power. 


H. Mueller gives us the most exhaustiv 


treatment of the whole subject He know 
every Inch of onr system of water work 
its faults as well as good points. Hit state 
ment has appeared in THE REVIEW, an 
those whose business it is to have the car 
of the city in their keeping, must be pr 
snmed to have knowledge of these fac 
that have been made public. Mueller, lik 
the others who have been interviewed, in 
sists that some radical changes are necei 
sary. In each instance be gives reason 
that all can understand. A good know 
edge of onr situation has now been laid be 
fore all.

Irlnh Gout Poverty. 


Beside fishing up herring and babe the poor 


people at tbe head of Bimtry bay fish up sand. 
Sand raising, as it is called, is aa important 
an Industry as catching fish. Thia kind ot 
sand, known sometimes as coral sand, is used 
for farm manure and costs from eight to nine 
shillings a boat load—a poor price consider- 
ing the toilsome character of the Kork and 
cost of the boats required to carry it on. A 
sand boat costs £35 when new and £2 a year 
in repair. The utmost a boat owner or part- 
ner can do in a day's work is to bring to 
shore two boatloads. The proceeds have to 
be divided among a number of workers, while 
the working season lasts for a portion of tho 
year only. 


In spite of all their lifelong labor from 


morning to night, iu winter and summer, and 
In calm and iu storm, these crofter fishermen 
are in a state of chronic poverty. They do 
not live by their scrappy patches of holdings. 
They earn with .difficulty from tho sea barely 
enough to buy sleeping room and a foothold 
on the land. 


They even do more than that; they partly 


create, with tho help of the sea, the very 
soil for which they pay rent. The deposit 
which they call coral sand they have used to 
reclaim these shores of rock and bog. 
They 


have used tho sea weed for the same purpose, 
cutting it up from the deep water with a 
primitive machine, which may be described 
as a marine scythe, aud the seaweed bos to 
be paid for, if not as a separate item, then 
as included in the holding. Coral sand, sea- 
weed, the refuse of house and pig sty, and 
basket loads of soil fouud amous; the bowl- 
ders, these nfe the ingredients out of which, 
after j'ears of work, the crofter fishermen 
have produced the tiny green patches which 
dot innumerably the rocky shores and the 
gray brown sides of the .sterile but incom- 
parably picturesque mountains that surronnr 
Glcngraiff the beautiful. 


And the dwellings of these hard workin: 


jwoplel They are more fit for the pigs tha 
go grunting and snouting in and out of them 
thau they are for beings created in the iinag 
of God. 
A dry stone box with earthen fioo 


and without windows, two or three recesso 
stuffed with strnw fur beds and the whol 
filled with puat .reek, such is the ordinary 
type of house whero a fisherman and his wif 
live with half a dozen or more children. Ii 
one such house which I visited there wer 
seven children.'—London Daily News, 


A Ship's Historic Chronometer. 


On the desk of Edson C. Brace, chief cler 


of the bureau of equipment and recruiting in 
the navy department, is a little rosewooc 
case bound aud inlaid with brass and lironze 
[t is in (lie form of a cube, about eishteei 
inches high, and contains a chronometer sue] 
ns are used on all naval vessels. Tbislittl 
Instrument lias quite a tragic history and i 
hold of considerable value, 
ft was the ship1 


chronometer of the unfortunate Polaris, tha 
was sent out on an Arctic; expedition by tli 
navy department iu I8T1. When tho Polari 
was riii>ped in tho ice Capfc. Hall saved thi 
instrument nnd some other things from th 
vessel. As long as Capt. Hall survived-h 
kept the chronometer with him. 
When h 


perished it was buried in the Arctic snow 
and apaucloned. This was some time in 1872 
For four winters it lay buried U> snow en 
ice. 
In 1870 Capt. Nares, of the P.ridsl 


navy, now Sir George Nares, then in com 
niand of the last royal expedition to th 
Arctic regioas, discovered this chronomete 
at Newman's liny. 
He dug it out of th 


snow aud took it to England with him on his 
return, 
ft hud then been buried in tbe sno1 


for four years in a region where tlie tlier 
mometcr sinks to 104 degrees below freezing 
point. It was found to be in perfect order 
and was wound ami ran all right as soon a 
taken from its cold bed. On returning tc 
England Capt. Nares turned tbe iustrumen 
over to tbe British admiralty olllce, fron 
where it was sent as a present to this gov 
eminent. 
With all this experience it lose 


only a single second in twenty-four hours.— 
Washington Cor. Philadelphia Telegraph.

PUMPS SHOULD UK FINED. 


Engineer J. T. Barnett presented a com 


muuication in which he recommended tba 
steps be takon toward placing tlie Clapp i 
Jones pumping engine in better conditio: 
for service. The necessity for having th 
thud pump in order was made evident o; 
the 30th ot September, when the suctio; 
that conveyed water from the filter to th 
Allis engine gave way. The Allis engine 
are not entirely independent of each other 
and one suction pipe and one condense 
answers for both. If anything should hap 
pen to the suction pipe or condenser at any 
time, it would stop bothol the Allis pumps 
as it did on the 20th of September, whil 
pumping water out of the filter -so it coulc 
be cleaned. The engineer suggested tha 
the Clapp & Jones pump be taken out am 
a good sabstantial foundation be put i: 
with cement and made water tight auc 
water proof, to prevent flood water from 
backing into the pit.

less than 30 fret below the floor line, be- 
cause the cylinders and air chambers ex 
tend down 15 feet. This would necessitate 
taking out the old Holly well foundation 
and as that foundation stands within U 
inches of the Allis pumps, it would b 
necessary to underpin them before begin 
ning woik. 


The Clapp & Jones pump needs severa 


repairs, some of which tbe city has on 
hand. There will have to be some provis 
ion made foi getting water for the con 
denser. 
When the pump was in use be- 


fore, the water came from the old Holly 
suction pipe, but that has been filled up 
When the pump is used now, water has 
be taken from tho pressure main, and tha 
lowers the pressure in the city. To remedy 
that a 10-inch tile would have to be laid 
from the river to the pit in which the pump 
is. 


Aldermen Harwood, Graham and Finn 


thought the pump should be put in order.
